COINS RS SCONGERNED. 

Wholesale Discharges. Expected at 
. the San Francisco Mint. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Employés at the 
Mint have-been agitated for a week or 
two by rumors that the end of the 
month may see a wholesale dismissal 
of coin makers. It is said that the 
reason for suchastep would be the 
stoppage in whole or in part, of the 
coinage of silver, and it is believed 
that this policy, if adopted, would 
affect all branch mints in like manner. 
The superintendent said today that he 
had as yet received noorders to reduce 
his working force, but be had heard 
various reports as to the suspenision of 
silver coinage atthe end f this month, 
which closes the fiscal year, and would 
not be surprised to receive official 
notice at any timeof such change.

The Solid Old Firm Duped by a Yankee 
Adventurer. 


Millions Spent in Bribing Officials of 
Argentine Republic. 


Concessions and Huge Contracts 
Obtained at Vast Expense Every

New York, June 6.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.; As soon as the collapse 
of Baring Bros. was announced the 
New York World sent a staff corre- 
spondent to Argentine Republic to 
inquire into the investments which 
precipitated the failure. The corre- 
spondent made a thorough investiga- 
tion and his. report makes a remarkable 
story, showing how Charles II. San- 
ford, a Yankee drummer for the sale 
of pills and toilet preparations, first 
secured membership in the American 
frm of 8. B. Hale & Co. in 
Buenos Ayres, and after making 
$100,000 by a financial coup, went to 
London and won the confidence of 
Lord Revelstock, head of the Baring 
firm, thence returning to Argentine 
and investing the untold millious of 
the Barings’ gold in doubtful enter- 
prises and securities. 

Twenty-five years ago Sanford was 
on the east coast of South America 
and traveled as a drummer for a New 
York firm.dealing iu drugs and chemi- 
cals. The firm failed and he turned 
his attention tothe firm of S. B. Hale 
& Co., whose memibers were about 
to retire. He used the mater- 
nal love of Mrs. Pearson, daughter 
of Samue! Hale and wife of Joun R. 
Peurson, as the lever to further his 
iuterests. He argued that the glories 
of the old house of Hale & Co. might 
be revived and in its operations there 
was a brilliant future tor Mrs. Pear- 
son’ssons. The ambitious bopes thus 
instilled in the lady’s mind found co- 
operation in the minds of the other 
feminine members of the family, and 
although Pearson remoostrated the 
house was continued, aud with San- 
ford as-one of the partners. He. ob- 
tained tull control and engaged in fool- 
hardy enterprises which would have 
ended in ruin, but for the private for- 
tunes of Hale and Pearson. 

Then came thestroke of the Y ankee’s 
life. After the revolution the provin- 
cial government found it necessary to 
consolidate its debt. Inu order to ac- 
complish this purpose, outstanding 
loans had to be taken up, including 
the “Popular loan“ held by Hale & Co. 
The real ability which Sanford pos- 
sessed now became apparent. He in- 
trigued with the government in behalf 
of the Popular loan,” and it is cur- 
rent here that he ‘‘subsidized”’ 
certain officials.

PROGRESS OF WORK ON THE 
NICARAGUA CANAL, 


Rumors of War Between Costa Rica 
and Salvador—Guatemalans 
Plotting to Overthrow 
of Barillar. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, June 6, -I By the Asso 
ciated Press.| Advices froma corre- 
spondent at the San José de Costa 
Rica, under date of May 9, say that he 
bas just returned from Greytown after 
making an examination of the Nicar- 
agua Canal.

ance, the law says the Auditor shall 
keep accuunts current with the treasury. 
Tue meaning of which is, that the Auditor 
shall charge the treasury and credit the 
fund, or vice versa, for money paid into or 
drawn outof the treasury, and the Tlreas- 
urer shail charge his cash actounts and 
credit the same fund, or vice: versa, on hig 
books; hence . Treasurer’s baiance. on 
the Auditor’s books, and the cash balance 
on the Treasurer's books will always be 
equal, except as to the outstanding war- 
rants, the difference being the amount of 
outstanding wartants, if no errors have 
been maue. 

It will not require an accountant to read 
over Auditor Howe's list and see at a glance 
that there has not been one entry made 
according to the intalible rule of double- 
entry during the four years. There has not 
a Singie balancing entry been made, there 
fore it is impossible to test their correctness 
by trial balance, the only means used by 
accountants by which they may Know their 
books are correct. The list shows that 
there has never been an account current kept 
with the Treasurer, although specifically 
directed by law. [Sec. 4218, P. CI The 
list will also show that until January 1, 1889, 
there was no register of warrants, although 
the law makes it the duty of the Board of 
Supervisors to cause the Auditor to keep 
such register. [Ses sec. 4031, P. C.] 

I would also cali your attention to para- 
graph 4 of the Auditor’s list, Auditor’s fund 
book. where the accounts with the various 
funds is merely‘a transcript of the summary 
of the Tre surer’s monthiy reports. 

I would also ca | your attention to para- 

raph 2 on pages 10 ana 11 of the lis R 8. 

latt’s account, delinq ent taxes— showing 
a debit balance of 8143 128.27. while the 
Treasurer's books show Platt has p id in on 
this account $151,170.28, and his reports 
should be entitled to credit for #83.3.53 for 
sales to State, etc., making $159,983.81, or 
$16 855.54 in excess of amount charged to 
him. Tue Auditor appears to have disre- 
varded sec. 4217, Political Coe, where he 
is required to examine accounts, make set- 
tiements, and give discharge upon payment 
of the money in the treasury. 

Yet in the face of these facts see what 
this-80-called accountant, W. R. Blackman, 
has to say. 1 quote from his report to the 
Board of Supervisars on the Auditor's 
books. filed August 25, 1887, of which I hand 
you certified copies: Tne accounts are 
clearly kept, and as far as I can see, quite 
as well okeptas they have ever been, the 
system adopted by the Auditor being simply 
so simple and plain that the history of each 
fund is contained in the account itself aud 
is not an exhibition of figures only.“ 

Then again 1 quote from his report on 
County Auditor’s books to the grand jury, 
filed May 11. 1888, of which I hand you 
copy: “H ving gone into the most minute 
details of this office, we find the same vir- 
tually correct in every point,” ete. ‘To 


| meet all the requirements of this office a 


swif of two or three clerks is necessary, yet 
we cannot say that the work could be mure 
correctly done,” ete, 3 

W hen it is known that at that time num- 


| erous fraudulent warrants had been drawn, 


should we be surprised that within ten days 
after this report w s filed that a fraudulent 
warrant for $3840 was drawn and paid from 
the public school fund, and but for an acci- 
dent would have remained undiscovered 
like the other $156,000 shortage of which 1 
will report Later. 

It is this kind of experting that has kept 
concealed from the grand 33 the very 
thing the gr nd juries expect to learn 
through their experts, and to this cause 
may be attributed the miserable condition 
of the public accounts, as well as à large 
amount of the embezziements of the public

Report No. 4 is on the books of the Su- 
pervisors, and is as follows: ? 

L. Lichtenberger. President—DEAR Sin: 
Having made an exawination of the books 
as kept by the Board of Supervisors, 1 de- 
sire to report thereon. ‘This examination 
extends from January 1, 1891, back to Jan- 
uary 1, 1887, and while 1 have not -exam- 
ined each page I have examined them suffi- 
ciently to convince me that I am correct in 
the statements that | shall make. 

Sectioh 4031, Political Code, Books to be 
kept by the bo rd.” A minute book“ in 
which must be kept all orders and decisions 
made by them and the daily proceedings 
nad, ete, “An allowance book.“ in whien 
must be recorded all orders for the allow- 
ance of money fromthe county treasury, 
to whom made, et¢., dating, numbering, in- 
dexing through each year, etc. A road 
book, a franchise book, a warrant book to 
be kept by the Au:litor, I find that the 
minute book contains no order for the allow 
ance of money when the printed form of 


allowances for indigents and such other 


the matters for which no demand is presented. 


The allowance book as kept shows no 


: orders for allowance of money, but is simply 


an index showing the number of the war- 
rant issued for tue allowance, the date, to 
whom allowed, for what allowed, amount 
of allowance, from what fuod, alphabet- 
ically arranged. The modus operandi 
seems to be as follows: The demand is ex- 
amined, marked allowed, signed by the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, and 
then O. K.“ by one and sometimes two 
other members of the Finance Committee; 
whereupon it is passed to the clerk who en- 
ters it upon the allowance sheet, which is 
Stzned in duplicate by the chairman and 
clerk; whereupon it is sent in to the Audi- 
tor Who draws the warrant and numbers 
the sheet the same as the warrant, The 
duplicste is sent to the Treasurer. The 
original, after having been numbered, is re- 
turned tothe clerk and entered in the 
allowance book, and the allowance sheet 
returned to the Auditor, leaving the demand 
itseif the only record of the board’s action. 
It does not appear from the minutes that 
the board, as a board, took any action what- 
ever in these aliowancors, and | am informed 
by the former clerk that it did not. I have 
not examined the road book and franchise 
book, but presume they are correctly 
kept. I have called attention to the war- 
rant register in the report of the Auditor’s 

ooks, showing there was none kepttill 
January 1, 1889, S-ction 4/73, Political’ 


Code, which says accounts must be filed | 


ato to session, seems to have been over- 
ooked frequently iff not generally by the 
board, The object of this clause of the law 
is}; made manifest by sec. 4071, Political 
Code, where it says, any citizen and tax- 
payer of tne county in which he resides, 
my appear befure the board and oppose 
the allowance of any claim or demand 
against the county.” As one of the objects 
of the ‘Taxpayers’ Union is to oppose the 
allowance of «ll claims it may deem illegal, 
you will see the importance of insisting 
upon the board a strict compliance with 
this law, as it will give your committee an 
oppurtunity to examine the Claims before 
they are passed upon. Otherwise, if they 
wre presented and acted upon any day dur- 
ing the month, it would be necessary to 
keep someone present during the whole 
session or sessions of the month. 

I find that the board tovk some peculiar 
action July 30, 1889, to equalize tne balances 
between the Treasurer’s and School Super- 
intendent’s books, that I desire tol y before 
your committee. In December, 1888. the 
Superintendent, supposing the Treasurer 
hada balance of school funds on hand 
amounting to about 820 000, drew his re- 
quisition for a few hundred dollars, for 
which a warrant was drawn, but on presen- 
tation payment was refused for want of 
funds, and upon inquiry the fund with the 
‘Treasuret was overdrawn some _ 81200, 
Wnereupon the board employs Mr. Black- 
mat to expert the account and determine 
where the difference aruse. He discovered 
the fraudulent warrant of $3840, and errors 
in the building fa ds amouuting to 810. 
145.36 and which still left a difference, as 
he supposed, of $11,598 24. but in fact a 
difference of $15,441.36; whereupon the 
board employed him to suggest a pin 
whereby the diff rene should be equalized. 
ln his report he ciaims to have found al! 
the errors, and at the request of tne Aud- 
itor, the board ordered the Treasurer to 
trausfer $11,598 24 from the unapvortioned 
money to the school fund to correct, these 
errors and equalize the balinces of the 
Treasurer and School Superintendent. 

Of course this transaction is legal. The 
bo rd had no shadow of right to use the un- 
apportioned money which is paid into the 
treasury for specific pufposes, but the ab- 
surdity of requiring this money to correct 
an error, if the difference is the result of an 
error. It is like a man king au error of 
$100 on the credit side of his cash book and 
taking the €100 out of his money to make his 
cash Dalance, Of course his cash will bal- 
atice but the error is not corrected, 

The reason the difference was not entirely 
reconciied by this transfer was, that they 
found in one of the interest and sinking 
funds with the Treasurer #3843.12 that had 
been levied and collected after all the bonds 
had been paid, hence the board ordered the” 
Treasurer to transfer to the special school 
tund at., that district,» nd the Auditor in- | 
structed the Superintendent to place the 
same tothe credit of that district on his 
books, and as the Superintendent charged 
the Ireasurer with the same smount that 
the ‘Treasurer credited to the fund, the dif- 
ferenves in their balances was not disturbed 
and hence the difference still exists, to- 
gether with the $3840 fraudulent warrant.

HE TOOK MORPHINE. 


ATTEMPTED SUICIDE OF EX-PO- 
LICEMAN DAN LYNCH. 


Found in an Apparantly Dying Con- 

dition, but Revived by the 4 

Exertlons of the se 
Surgeon. 


Shortly before 12 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing Officer Stewart, while pitroliing his 
beat, was informed by a courtesan named 
Lillie Raymond, that ex-officer Dan Lynch 
was dying in the rear of her “crib,’”’ No. 
725 Alameda street, from the effects of an 
overdose of morphine. At once accompa- 
nying the woman to the place designated, 
Stewart found Lyuoh stretched upon the 
ground apparently in a dying condition, 
and being unable to render the sufferer any 
assistance, the officer summoned Oicer 
Vignes and the patrol wagon was sen: for, 
when the patient was conveyed to the re- 
ceiving hospital, 

Police Surgeon N. H. Morrison was soon 
in attendance, but On examining his patient, 
who was perfectly unconscious of his sur- 
roundings, he pronounced it as his opinion 
that Lynch was almost beyond the rech of 
human skill. Tue unfortunate uiin’s ex- 
tremitiés were already purple and the pu- 
pils of his eyes were contracted to the size 
of a pin’s head. No time was wasted, how- 
ever, andthe stomach pump having been 
vigorously applied and a dose of strong 
administered, the sufferer evinced 
signs of returning censciotisness, By dint 
of extraordinary exertions Lynch was 
finally placed out of immedate danger and 
ata hour last night he was able to ar- 
ticulate and rested comparative y easy. 

Lynch has had a great deal of trouble in 
regard to his tamily since his removal from 
the police force, about three years ago, has 
gradu ily degenerated until he is now only 
the wreck of his former seif, and his at- 
tempted suicide, as it undoubtedly was, oc- 
casloned no surprise to the few friends who 
remiined of his former associates. For 
several days past he has been drinking 
hard, and on Friday night he expre ssed his 
intention in a saloon of committing suicide, 
although no attention was paid to bis threat 
2 the time, owing to his irresponsible con- 

tion, 

It appears that after taking the poison 
yestergay morning, he asked the Raymond 
woman's perinission to lie down and sleep 
fora while in her room, and she suppesing 
him to be under the influence of liquor only, 
allowed him to do 89, 

Shortly after he assumed a recumbent 
position, however, Lynch began to feel the 
effects of the drug and the woman, after 
assisting him to the yard in the rear, noti- 
fied the policeman,

Sensational Case Heard with 
Closed loors. 


A CHILD'S SERIOUS CHARGES 


Dominguer on Trial for Assault with 
a, Deadly Weapon—Two 01- 
vorces Granted—General 
Court Notes. 


For several days pst there has been quite 
a heated controversy as to who should have 
the guardianship ofa thirteen-year-vld = girl 
named Florence C. Slosson, the daughter of 
C. B. and Harriet L. Slosson, who formerly 
resided on Turner street, As, however, the 
proceedinizs h de been heid within closed 
doors, and the officers of the courts and the 
parties coucerued have maintained an 
impenetrable reticence when approached on 
the subject, it was a somewhat difficult 
matter to get at the facts in the cise, 

Yesterday, however, a Tluxs reporter in 
an interview with an outsider who knew 
the parties to the Controversy, gieaned the 
following information concerniig it: 

A few months ago little Florence Slosson, 
whois_a bright and pretty girl, and ex- 
ceedingly well devéioyed for her tender 


svught the protection of her sister, Mrs. 
Alice Bragg, the wife of a puysiel en resid- 
ing in the southeastern part of the city, 
with whom she remained tor some. When 
prossed to givea reason for her flight, the, 
child, after refusing to tak about the 
matter fora long time, finally stated that 
her mother bad been, and is now, leading a 
life of shame, and had used every means io 
her power to induce her little daughter to 
follow her example. This the giri refused 
to do, and as a last resort sue was com- 
pelled to leave her howe surreptitiously. 
As the child ‘absolutely refused to return 
home under ny circumstances, Mrs, 
Slosson applied for «and obtained 

hearing betore Judge Shaw iu 
Departmeut Six on Friday last, the child 
being brought iute court vn awritof habeas 
corpus, the matter being heard with clused 
doors. Tue motber then made a formal 
demand for thei quetedy of ber child; but in 
view of the sensational testimuny which 
was given, exhibiting Mrs. Siosson in 
a very uumaternal licnt, the Court refused 
her applioalou and remanded the girl to 
the custody of Mrs. Bragg. 

‘Tne case, however, has since taken a new 
turn, as Charles 8. Siosson, a brotaer of tne 
child, Floresté, how appears with a formal 
application cuardiansbip of his little 
sister, which will be heard before Judge 
Clark tomorrow. 

' AN ASSAULT CASE.

The de- 
fendant then proaeeded to where Ru z’s two 
sons were herding their father’s cattie, and 
dismounting tro mis horse ne dropped on 
one knee and covered the scared boys with 
the fifle, at the same time threatening to 
Kill them. He again refrained from carry- 
ing his threats into execution, however, and 


soon afterward left the place. 


It was hoped, when the case was com- 
menced, that it could be disposed, of, iu 
order that Monday might de clear for the 
Wong Ark mutdet dase; but at the hour of 
adjournment yesterday afternoon the pros-

THE WOODMEN. 


CAUSE OF THE LATE TROUBLE 
— IN THE -ORBDER.---- -- 


The Members Claim They Have 
Been Duped and Withdraw in a 
Body— Charges Against 
the Officers. 


Brief mention was made in Tue Times of 
Friday morning last about some trouble ju 
the ranks of the Woodmen, a beneticiary 
organization recently instituted in this city. 
The nature of the trouble could not be 
learned at that time; the only statement 
that could be obtained was that there had 
been misrepresentation on the part of the 
organizer. The mewbers of the order have 
since couciuded to make public their griev- 
ances, and yesterday made the following 
statement: 

Several months ago a camp of the Wood - 
men, a beneficiary and secret order, was 
organized in this city by aman by the name 
of I. I. Boak, hailing from Denver. For 
some time it was rumored there was trouble 
inthe camp, and last Thursday evening it 
came to light that the affair was a very com- 
plicated one. It appears that many mis- 
representations Were made to secure mem- 
bers. The meu who joined the order in 
this city were among the best citizens. It 
was represented to them that they were 
joiting an order called Modern Woodmen 
of America, with a membership of 55,000. 

After the order was orginized aud the 
officers elected and installed the organizer 
told them to change the name to Woudmen 
of the World, that this was the order they 
had joined. They soon learned that there 
were only 83000 members in this order aud 
thatthe Wooumen of the World was a 
secession trom the Modern Woodmen of 
America, wiich, by the way, is sald to bea 
very good order. They also learned there 
was a third secession calied the Sovereign 
Woodmen with headquarters at Lyois, 
Iowa. A further investig tion was at once 
made by some of the leading members and 
deception was uncovered on all sides. Com- 
munications were then forwarded to what 
were supposed to be the head officers at 
Denver. Days and weeks and months 
elapsed and no replies cafe. Finatty~ 
members became desperate thinking they 
had been detreuded aud they made more 
pubiic their investizations, ‘They learned 
that some of the names used on the ci: culars 
purporting to be oflicers, were not officers 
nor never had been, and much less vut even 
a meinber of the order. Assessments were 
coming in atthe rate of one aud two a 
month, but they could get no financial 
statement and of course they were not to be 
so openly inveigied ny longer and conse- 
quently they refused to forward any further 
assessments. 

The organizer, I. I. Boak, about this time 
left thec 17 and it was learued that he had 
organized lodges in Ontario, Pomona, San 
Diego, Tulare, and was at work in San 
Bernardino, while his superior officer, F. A. 
Falkenburg, was organiziug in San Frau- 
cisco. 

Last Thursday night, however, the affair 
brought to a focus at the regular meet- 
ing in Masonic Hall. No. 12534 douth 
Spring street, The superior officer, F. A. 
Falkenburg. and his deputy, I. I. Boak, put 
in au appearance. Whit took pace at that 
meeting cannot at present be fully stated. 
lt is understoad, however, that the griev- 
ance could not be healed. ‘The head ofticer, 
however, promised to refund the full 
amount of money pald in the organization 
by the members. The two e mps in this 
city of about two hundred meu withdrew in 
a body from the organization, and are now 
awaiting the return of their money. which 
amounts to considerably over $1000, 

It is understood that the financial state- 
ment of the order furnished Thursday night 
by the head consui, F. A. Falkenburg. was 
very unsatisfactory. 

The members feel very sore over allowing 
themselves being so duped to join an order 
without fully investigating its reliability. 
lt appears that all the misrepresentations 
were made by the head consul and his dep- 
uty, and there were threats of arresting 
Boak for obtaining money by false repre- 
sentation,

As the needs 
vf the syndicate which proposes 
to purchase about 5,000,000 ounces 
are not yet filled, the silver 
will not yet be withdrawn from 
the Mercantile Trust Company. If 
this were done, the shortness in the 
supply would become at once appar- 
ent and the market price woul 
vance. The plan for the syndicate 
seems to be about as follows: 

It is thought the stock of silver held 
in New York represents a large part 
of the whole floating supply. Hence, 
if Europe needs auy more silver, the 
syndicate, controlling practically the 
larger part of the floating supply, 
would be in a position to dictate the 
prices at which it will part with it. 

Silver went upto $1.20 last year on 
the expectation of free coinage, and if 
the bill should become a law this year 
it Will undoubtedly go to that figure 
again. Auother point thatthe syndi- 
cate is said to be calculating upon is,

Fourth of July. 


A UNIVERSAL MERRY-MAKING 


The Holidays Last Several Diys—The 
Races—Disp ay of Wealth—Na- 
tional Dances—The Cow- 
boys of Chile. 


Wa celebrate the Fourth of July 

with processions, Romaa candles and 
orations, with Kentucky whisky and 
Connecticut cigars, but on July 5. 
business is resumed as usual—every 
man is found at his post of duty. For 
demonstrative and excessive celebra- 
tion we must look to South America. 

A Chileno is not moderately patri- 
otic unless he celebrates fora week 
the anniversary of the assembling of 
the first Chilean Congress, the 18th of 
September, 1810. In that year Spain 
was so involved in the Napoleonic wars 
that every Spaaish colony in America 
revolted and declared fora republic, 
go that it might be truthfully said that 
the independence of South America 
dates from 1810. Now it may be the 
Chilenos feel they must celebrate the 
throwing off the Spanish yoke for the 
whole continent, for certain it is that 
from Arica to Punta Arenas the en- 
tire week of Diez y ocho is given over to 
unrestrained mirth and jollity. Every 
city, hamlet and hacwnda has its local 
celebration, but tue President and all 
the heavy dignitaries of the republic 
lending their presence to the festivi- 
ties at Santiago, it is to the City of the 
Holy Saint James the great crowds re- 
pair during Independence week. 

During these holidays the wealthy 
make a great display of their belong- 
inge. One day is devoted to the races. 

At least 2000 equipages are seen drawn 
up within the area inside the race track 
—many a four-in-hand, with champ- 
ing horses, the best blood money can 
import—with trappings of gold and 
silver, with richly liveried attendants.

It matters 
not to what excesses the huaso may go 
in drinking chicha there is not a case on 
record of his losing the saddie, One 
sees him ewaying on his horse. falling 
on the animal's mane so intoxicated he 
cannot see a foot, and yet ne rides 
twenty or thirty miles back to the 
hacienda and’ manages to keep his seat. 
They have a great game of riding at 
each other to test their borsemanship, 
They come together wth tremondous 
foree; occasioually a leg is broken or a 
horse killed, but they always maintain 
good nature, and the horses enter into 
the spirit of the game, and apparently 
enjoy it as much as the men. 

very night during the festive week, 
the Alameda, on which are the statues 
of Chile’s heroes, was brilliantly 
lighted. Before each statue were 
letters illuminated—the name of some 
battie, of some historic era, of some 
distinguished warrior.

Growth of the Electric Sys- 
tem of Roads. 


A ROAD ACROSS THE ATLANTIC 


Mr. Hechtman’s New Move-Philan- 
thropic Mr. Duzan—-The Union 
Pacifc Ksaeping Posted—Some 
General Mention. 


There are now tn operation or under con- 
struction not less than 345 electric rail- 
roads, according to Engineering News, in 
the United States, Eugland. Germany, 
Italy. Australia and Japan, requiring Over 
4000 cars and 7000 motors, with 2670 miles 
of track, witha daily mileage of not less 
than 300,000 miles, and carrying 750,000,000 
ot passengers annually. Grades of 13 and 
14 per cent., distances of six miies or more 
trom the central stations, speed 8 as high as 
from twenty-five to thirty miles per hour 
for single cars, trains of from two to four 
cars Characterizs their operation. Not 
less than 10,000 persous represent 
the number emp.oyed on these roads, Fifty 
milions of capital invested in this country 
alone, and a present annual business of nut 
less than 28,000,000 to $10,000,000 on the 
part of the mapulsecturing and contracting 
eiectrical cuompabies, show the present 
standing of the street railway work, Such 
progress, of course, has not been made 
without encountering difficulties, many of 
them due to tue rapidity of the Ccommuerci | 
development, which made it nesess ry 
fur the manutacturing companies tv 
put out motors in great quanti- 
ties, without correcting the truubles 
which must necessarily appeur when ma- 
chines representing anew art are put into 
practical operation undet tue most varied 
and severe circumstans 8. But the devel- 
opment of the motor of the future is most 
Ciearly out.ned, and will be most rapidly 
carried out.

Un other day I was walk- 
ing in the silent, naked 
April woods when I said 


to myself. There is 
nothing in the woods.“ 
I sat dowa upon a rock. Then I 


lifted up my eyes and beheld a newly- 
constructed crows’ nest in a *hemlock 
tree near by. The nest was but little 
above the level of the top of a ledge of 
rocks only a few yards away that 
crowned the rim of the valley, But it 
was placed behind the stem of the 


tree from the rocks, so as to be se- 


cure from observation on that side. 
The crow évidently knew what 
she was about. Presently 1 
heard what appeared to be the 
voice of a young crow in the tree tops 
not far off. This I knew to be the 
voice of the female and that she was 
being fed by the male. 
ably lay ing., or about beginning to lay 
eggs in the nest. Crows, as well as 
most of our smaller birds, always go 
_ through the rehearsal of this act of 
the parent feeding the young many 
times while the young are yet a long 
way in the future. The mother bird 
seems timid and babyish and both in 
voice and manner assumes the charac- 
ter of a young fledgeling. The male 
brings the food and seems more than 
usually solicitous about her welfare. Is 
it to conserve her strength or to make 


u female 


an impression on the developiug eggs? y 


_ The same thing may be observed 

among the domestic pigeons and is 
always a sign that a new brood is not 
far off. 

When the young do come the female 
is usually more active in feeding them 
than the male. Among the birds of 
prey, like hawks and eagies, the fe- 
male is larger and more powerful, and 
therefore better able to defend and to 
care for her young. Among all ani- 
mals, the affection of the mother for 
her offspring seems to be greater than 
that of her mate, though among the 
birds, the male sometimes shows a su- 
perabundance of paternal regard that 
takes inthe young of other species. 
‘Ihus a correspondent sends me this 
curious incident of a male bluebird 
and some young vireos. A pair of 
bluebirds were rearing their second 
brood in a box on the porch of my cor- 
respondent, and a pair of vireos hada 
nest with young in some lilac bushes 
but a few feet away. The writer had 
observed the male bluebird perch in

A few mo- 
ments after he came to his own brood 
with a worm or insect, and then the 
next trip he visited the nest of the 
neighbor again, greatly to the dis- 
pleasure of the viero, who scolded him 
sharply as she watched his movements 
from a nearbranch, Mycorrespondent 
gays: I watched them for several 
days, sometimes the bluebird would 
visit his own nest several times before 
lending a hand tothe vireos.

It 
then flew off about ten feet, and it 
seemed as if it would almost burst 
with excessive volubility. It then dis- 
appeared, and the robins came and 
went, just as the wren re- 
turned with another worm for 
the young robins. This was kept 
up for an hour. Once they arrived 
simultaneously, when the wren was 
apparently very much — but 
waited impatiently on its previous 
perch, some ten feet off, until the 
robin had left, when it visited the nest 
as before. I climbed the tree for a 
closer inspection and found only a well- 
regulated robin household, but no- 
where a wren's nest. After coming 
down I walked around the tree and 
discovered a hole, and upon looking in 
saw a nest of sleeping, featherless 
wrens, At no time while I was in the 
vicinity, had the wren visited these 
little ones.“ 

Of all our birds, the wren seems the 
most overflowing with life and activity. 
Probably in this instance it has 
stuffed its own young to repletion 
when its own activity bubbled 
over into the nest of its neighbor. it 
is well known that the male wren fre- 
quently builds what are called *cock- 
nests.“ It is simply so full of life and 
joy and of the propagating instinct 
that after the real nest is completed, 
and while tͤe eggs are being laid, it

A Crime to Sell Postage Stamps.

“Can you oblige me with a stamp?” 
isa very common request at night 
after the postoffices are closed, but to 
accede to it, unless payment is «fore- 
gone, is (in Great Britain) to make 
one’s self liable to legal proceedings. 
Tbe postal authorities appear to re- 
gard the need for additional conven- 
jences in the way of stamp distribu- 
tion as real for they bave licensed a 


syndicate to attach toa selected num- 


ber of pillar boxes, experimentaily, an 
ingenious piece of mechanism working 
upon the “‘penny-in-the-slot’’ prin- 
ciple. Complete arrangements have 
been made to protect the interests of 
the postoflice and of the public, and 
rogues of an inventiye turn of mind 
will have difficulty in defrauding the 
‘syndicate of its rightful due; for the 
machine discriminates between leaden 


bronze pennies, it does not refuse gen- 
uine florins which may be tendered 
in mistake. By two movements of the 
hand the delivery is obtained of a 
small envelope containing a memoran- 
dum book full of useful postal informa- 
tion, with blank leaves which might 
serve for letter paper, and in the cover 
of the book is securely inserted a 
penny stamp. The syudicate looks for 
its profit, not to the commission on the 
sale of the stamps, butto the income 
from advertisements inserted in the 
books.

INDIAN ART. 


How Lo Makes Pots, Kettles, 
Shoes and Clothes. 


THE ENCHANTED WAR SHIELD 


The Western Brava Doesn't Imitate 
the Baskst-making Eastern In- 
dians—Medicine Robes—In- 
dian Pictorial Art. 


DEApwoop (Dak.,) June 1.—[Special 
correspondence of Tue I 
wonder if the people of the East have 
any accurate idea of the domestic arts 
of the western Indians, the arts which 
they possess by their own initiative, 
apart from the teaching and influence 
of the whites. I remember very well 
in Canada and the northeastern States, 
where Indians were pretty well domes- 
ticated on their little reservations, 
there were comparatively few things 
which they did besides an occasional 
day’s work on a farm or ina sawmill, 
and the everlasting hunting, trapping 
and fishing. They made very gay bas- 
kets, colored with the juice of bark and 
berries, in fanciful designs. They 
tanned deerskins and made mittens 
and gloves of them for sale. They 
made black and yellow moccasins, 
nearly always unornamented, and 
sleds and snowshoes and bows and ar- 
rows for the boys, and that was about

all. I presume that by

Circumstances have favored the 
plains Indians in retaining their char- 
acteristic industries. It is but a very 
short time since the white men came 
among them, there is uo market for 
baskets, often no wood to make them 
of, the Indians have been kept together 
in large bodies, have usually retained 
their old religion and superstitions, 
and with them naturally the costumes 
of the old days. 

The survival of the war shield is one 
curious illustration of this. Of course 
all Indians know that a bullet will 
pierce a war shield if it hits itbut they 
rely on the magic indcantations with 
which the shield is made, to turn the 
bullets aside. The shield is medi- 
eine,“ and as such is still worn in 
many fights. To make it, the braves 
use the thick skin about the neck of 
the buffalo—agency beeves must per- 
force answer, since the baffalo is no 
more—and cut out a large round piece 
and remove the hair. Tnen a sweat 
lodge“ is constructed. This is an or- 
diary ‘“‘wickiup,’? a small round- 
topped skin tent, into which a quan- 
tity of hot stones have been carried, 
A number of braves enter, close the 
flaps and sit aboutin a circle holding 
the half tanned piece of leather by 
thrusting their fingures through slits 
in its edges. Water is then dashed 
upon the hot stones and the steam as- 
cendiug shrinks and hardens the 
leather. While this is going on the 
Indians sing a rude dirge which has 
been used by many generations for the 
purpose of imparting to the shield the 
required magical qualities. When 
this is finished the shield is dried; 
trimmed, painted rudely with biue, 
red and vellow earths, decorated with 
two streamers of feathers, and is then 
ready for use.

The Traveler Lingers Among 
the Gipsies. 


AMoNG THE FENS OF NORFOLK 


‘Splrited Picture of the Eventide Re- 
turn to Camp—Gipsy. Songs— 
Idyllic Days Among the La- 
goons of East Anglia.

} THE Broabs, England, May 25.—It was 
« pleasant reunion, that one given me with 
gipsy friends, from the accident of cross- 
ing Furness Fells from Ruskin’s home at 
Brantwood, and stumbling upon their 
picturesque camp at the fellside edge of 
Dalepark, where, in the late afternoon, I 
found only the old men and women, the 
sentineling gipsy dogs, and the very 
young gipsy chauvies or children in pos- 
session of the lovely glen which formed 
their temporary home. 

By and by, as the shadows lengthened, 
the camp gradually began to awaken with 
returning life. The fires, which had smol- 
dered the day through, were renewed by 
the now bustling old gipsy women, and 
the pots and kettles sung merrily of good 
things to come. Gipsy men and women 
began coming into camp from all direc- 
tions, and nearly all came singly or in 
groups to the tent I had been given, to em- 
phasize my welcome as the Gorgio chal” 


(the non-gipsy friend to the gipsy), who} known resort in England to the naturalist 


was already known for his wanderings 
with their “brothers and sisters” in that 
far off wonderland, America. 

Nearly all brought trophies of the day’s 
outing. Women who had been among the 
Umbrian “statesmen’s” farms were laden 
with poultry, butter, eggs, cheese, knots of 
homespun yarn, and many an article rep- 
resenting hours of toil, which had been 
exchanged for a bit of gibberish and a 
“fortune;” while those from the villages of 
Ambleside, Bowness or Windermere, and 
some who had even journeyed to far off 
Kendall, chattered gaily over trifling pur- 
chases and gewgaws of worthless tinsel 
and color. Now and then a gipsy appear- 
ed in the lively condition of spirits indi- 
cating that considerable liquor had entered 
into the day’s jockeying among the wise 
yokels of the remoter hamlets; but while 
sport was had with the fel- 
low, it was not difficult to see that his 
weakness was the subject of general disap- 
proval. Indeed there is a universal un- 
written law among gipsies that all men 
may profit from. The adage runs in this 
wise, “Only a gipsy fool letteth his wits 
Hy away through drink, when he hath 
aught to do.” And there is a world of 
wisdom in that little sentence, if these rude 
people did make it. 

But soon the camp was everywhere filled 
with life and activity. Horses neighed, 
donkeys brayed, dogs charged and tumbled 
over children and between horses’ heels, 
while old men and women seemed to re- 
new their youth, and smiled and gabbled 
upon and with home comérs, with each 
other, and as if with the empty air.

English gipsy songs were merry tally-yo- 
hos!’ rung out on the evening air by re 
turning horsemen to the camps ‘de singers. 
Now and then some dare-devil of a fellow 
(and often a gipsy woman, who is as much 
the horse’s master as her Rommany lord) 
would come pellmell, full gallop into camp 
with whoop and halloa, and dashing 
‘through the brush to tether, make the 
tree limbs rattle’ and clatter in passage, 

while approving shouts or half serious 
yells and objurgations followed with the 
laughing children and ecstatic dogs. Soon 
came the supper—the really one great uni- 
versal home meal of the gipsy day. They 
were a long time at it, as they always are, 
and as much fun as food was taken. 

Then, with the cheery camp fires brightly 
burning, here and there a lantern hung 
from elevated cart-thill or swaying copse- 
wood, and with blazing cressets in honor 
of the stranger, first came my own tales of 
all the wondrous good fortune of their own 
kind in America; then children’s games 
and all manner campside jollity, followed 
by singing and dancing after marvelous 
jigs and reels. upon “raal ol’ Cremonys;” 
until at last sleep and silence settled upon 
the Parkdale gipsy camp and the one 
“Gorgio chal” withinit with that ampli- 
tude of rest which so comes with loving 
touch to no other people on earth as to 
this outcast Rommany race. 

The outcome of my visit to my gipsy 
friends was making the acquaintance of a 
curious and interesting corner of England, 
of which 1 bad never before heard, and 
which must also be to most Americans 
quite an unknown region. It is variously 
known in Great Britain as the “Norfolk 
and Saffolk Fens,” the “Broads of .East 
Anglia” and, provincially and by fowlers 
and sportsmen, as The Broads.” One of 


the followers of this gipsy Parkdale com- 


munity annually’visits the Broads, lives in 
a punt boat as a floating camp Some, and 

while the women dicker and dukker among 
the lowly peasant families, the men, often 
with the women and children’s assistance, 
make a good deal of money by weaving 
and selling all manner of rush and osier 
bags, pouches, crates and baskets required 
by feumen, marshmen, eel and mussel 
catchers, and the numberless sportsmen 
and yachting parties that frequent the re- 
gion.

The Deliberate Manner in Which 
Two Despairing Lovers Took 
Their Own Lives ata New 

York Hotel. * 


Suicides have been as numerous as mur- 
ders of late, and the whole category of hu- 
man ills has afforded excuses for self de- 
struction. Some of those tragedies have 
displayed strangely sensational features. 
The case of Paul Bebrend and Elsie Dann- 
heimer, in New York, was both romantic 
and theatrical.

Castaways Have a Jolly Pionic on Ron- 
cador Reet. 

‘The wreck of the steamship Aguan on 

Roncador reef, in the Caribbean sea, turned 

out to be one of the most pleasant affairs 


‘lin the record of marine disasters. The 


Aguan had on board ex-Senator Warner 


-EX-SENATOR WARNER MILLER. 
Miller, president of the Nicaraguan Canal 
company, two English engineers, several 
American capitalists and lady members of 
their families, and several newspaper cor- 
respondents who were bound for San Juan 
del Norte to inspect the route of the pro- 
posed ship canal between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific oceans. She left New York 
under the most auspicious circumstances 
March 14. From that day until March 28 
all the pleasures of a yachting trip were 
enjoyed. The weather was delightful, and 
the passengers enthusiastic over the beau- 
ties of the tropical seas. 

Early onthe morning of the 26th theship 
struck the coral reef. he rasping and 
shaking noise of the contact brought every 
one on deck in various stages of undress. 
Fora brief period there was excitement 
and terror, but before daylight the absence 
of danger was apparent, and crew and pas- 
sengers posed for their pictures before 
leaving the vessel to seek shelter on a 
desert island seven miles away. The pho- 
tographer was Miss Scribner, daughter of 
the Hon. G: Hilton Scribner, of Yonkers, 

Passengers and crew—ninety-three in all 
—reached the island in safety, and at once 
set about’ making themselves comfortable. 
Abundant provisions were secured from 
the wreck, tents were erected, and with the 
inherent love of constitutional forms of pro- 
cedure whieh characterizes most Ameri- 
cans, a provisional government was formed 
with ex-Senator Miller as executive officer. 
A boat was dispatched tothe mainland to 
apprise an anxious world of the disaster, 
and the party settled down for as delight- 
ful a picnic as was ever experienced. One 
of the newspaper men says the whole affair 
went off like a well planned summer’s out- 
ing. Food, water and amusement were 
abundant. The tropical breezes tempered 
the hot sun and made day and night com 
fortable. Besides, there was a good supply 
of champagne and other luxuries.

Aita did everything in his power to es- 
cape the Cigilauce of this dread society. 
He dyed his hair and mustache, changed 
his residence avd his name to Garofalo, 
and rarely went out in the daytime. Until 
a short time ago he thought his disguise 
was perfect, but the receipt of threatening 
and decoy letters recently show that the 
relentless organization of assassins has not 
abandoned its intention of murdering him. 

Aita has double padlocks on his doors 
and goes constantly armed.

A Long Search for Hidden ‘treas- 


ure—If It Is There @f

In a recent number of the Mining 
and Scientific Press, C. M. Tyler has 


placers of Los Lianos and La Cienega, 
State of Sonora, Mex.: The extent of 
the placer ground is grand, for, if we 
take their area to be sixty square miles, 
something over one half of what was 
granted, it can be demonstrated that 
it would take nearly one half acentury 
for 100 machines of the capacity of 
600 per tons a day to exhaust the 
ground. Thisis allowing twenty-six 
days per month and the dirt to be five 
yards deep.

It is 
related that Don Teodoro Salazar, the 
discoverer, made his headquarters in 
about the middle of Cienega, where he 
put up an immense building for him- 
self, including buildings for store- 
houses, and a hacienda for workiug 
the rich quartz croppings of La Mina 
de Salazar and La Mina Teo- 
dora. Salazar, it seems, was a 
stately Spaniard without relatives 
in Mexico, rich in cattle and 
lands, and with all that contempt for 
races not white, so characteristic of 
the Spaniards, who is said to have 
taken a cool, calculating advantage of 
the miners in every way. Having 
hundreds of employés of bis own, Mexi- 
cans and Yaquis, and immense stores 
of dry goods and provisions, which he 
retailed at prices ruinous to purchasers 
and to all who came in his way, his 
commercial transactions must have 
produced fabulous returns. This, to- 
gether with his being right in the be- 
ginning and middie of the bonanza of 
both placers, the absolute sway he had 
among all classes, the hundreds cof 
servile peons of hisown,whose earnings 
were daily poured into his coffers, gave 
the impression that his wealth in gold 
alone reached well up in the millions. 
About 1820, having reached well into 
che alloted span of mau, he sent for 
the priest of the church of Cienega for 
confession and absolution, exacling a 
promise thatin regard to his wealth 
nothing should be said before bis 
death.

remission of sins had been performed, 
he, in a sociable and friendly way, 
asked the old man in regard to his 
great wealth, and whether he might 
entertain some hope that his church 
would not be forgotten in the way of a 
donation.

Produc- 
ing a light, he opened great chests, at 
least ten in number, which were abso- 
lutely stuffed with gold, both in sacks 
and loose, both fine and coarse, some 
of the lumps the sizeof goose-eggs and 
down to hickory-nuts, beans, corn and 
lentils, down to bags of dust. Return- 
ing, Don Teodoro presented the good 
father with ample means to thoroughly 
renovate and redecorate the churcb.

Sal- 
vador,in describing the idea to me, 
stated, in fair Castilian, that it would 
take a much warmer place than Cien- 
ega to stop him from learning some- 
thing of the treasure if he once got 
his eyes on the ‘spook.’) 

At the Llanos, at the local placer. 
named La Barranca, the sands are very 
deep (said to be fifty feet to bedrock,) 
and which are of a flowing nature. 
We were told of an accidentto the 
miners in the early days that has kept 
them from attempting to reach bottom 
ever since. It is told that in the early 
periods the surface grounds of the bar- 
ranca were quite rich, and an attempt 
was made to reach bedrock. In their 
primitive way the miners designed 
quite a large surface opening, which 
was to taper gradually in the shape of. 
an inverted cone, while sinking, with 
a view to stop the running sand. Bot- 
tom was reached, and a few yards of 
it exposed, showing, so the story runs, 
a bedrock literally covered with gold 
nuggets. The excitement was so great 
that a rush was made from the adjoin- 
ing claims, when the sand started to 
run, leaving four miners buried on the 
bottom.

Of all birds, from the farmers’ stand- 
point, owls are the most dseful. They 
hunt silently and in the night, and are 
nothing short of lynx eyed cats with 
The benefit they confer upon 
agriculturists is most incalculable, and 
is susceptible of proof. It is well known 
that owls hunt by night; but it may be 
less a matter of common knowledge that, 
like other birds of prey, they return by 
the mouth hard indigestible parts of the 
food in the form of elongated pellets. 

These are found in considerable quanti-|  - 

tits about the birds’ haunts, and an ex- 

amination of them reveals the fact that 
owls prey upon a number of predaceous 


Of course the evidence gained in this 
way is infallible, and toshow to what 
extent owls assist in preserving the bal- 
ance of nature it may be mentioned that 
700 pellets examined yielded the remains 
of 6 bats, 18 rats, 237 mice, 693 voles, 
1,590 shrews and 22 birds. These truly 
remarkable results were obtained from 
the common ‘barn owl, and the remains 
of the 22 birds were those of 19 sparrows, 
1 greenfinch and 2 swifts.
